SEWAGE  AHD  SEWAGE  DISPOSAL. 

The  following  statement,  for  which  I  am  indebted  to  Mr.  J.B«  Birtwistle, 
the  Engineer  and  Surveyor  to  the  Council,  sets  out  the  main  drainage 
schemes  of  the  Council  during  19 68;- 

Crowton. 

The  Council  received  approval  for  the  provision  of  a  new  Sewerage  and  Sewage 
Disposal  Scheme  for  the  village  of  Crowton,  and  tenders  were  invited.  The 
work  was  commenced  during  the  year. 

Cuddington. 

Approval  w as  received  from  the  Ministry  to  the  Construction  of  new  Sewage 
Disposal  Units  to  deal  with  the  increased  population  and  proposed  large  scale 
development  at  Delamere  Park.  Tenders  were  invited  and  the  work  proceeded 
satisfactorily  during  the  year. 

Utkinton. 

Approval  of  the  Ministry  was  received  to  the  Construction  of  a  n ew  Sewage 
Disposal  Works  to  serve  the  Quarry  Bank  area  of  Utkinton,  the  present  works 
being  inadequate  due  to  the  private  housing  development  approved  in  the  area* 
A  contractor  conmenced  work  which  proceeded  satisfactorily. 

Comberbach. 

The  Council  decided  to  provide  for  the  development  of  the  village  in 
accordance  with  the  plan  approved.  In  view  of  the  proposed  developments, 
and  proposal  to  drain  to  the  area  a  part  of  the  adjoining  district  of  the 
Runoom  Rural  Council,  it  was  agreed  that  the  Sewage  Disposal  Works  should  be 
extended,  and  a  scheme  was  prepared  and  submitted  to  the  River  Authority  for 
approval  in  principle. 


Davenham  -  Mereheath. 


The  large  scale  housing  development  in  the  village  of  Moulton  made  it 
apparent  that  increased  pumping  provision  would  have  to  he  made  at  the 
Mereheath  Pumping  Station,  and  a  scheme  was  designed  and  submitted  to  the 
County  Council  for  consideration  with  a  view  to  approval  being  given  to 
a  grant  under  the  Rural  Water  Supplies  and  Sewerage  Acts* 

Oakmere  -  Crabtree  Caravan  Drainage  Scheme* 

The  Council  gave  instructions  for  investigation  to  be  made  as  to  the 
possibility  of  providing  main  drainage  facilities  connected  to  the  Oakmere 
system  for  the  caravan  site  at  Crabtree  Green,  Oakmere.  A  start  was  made 

on  this  investigation  towards  the  end  of  the  year. 

Lostock  Gralam. 

Preliminary  design  work  proceeded  in  connection  with  proposals  for  a  complete 
new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  to  supercede  the  Lostock  Gralam  Works  adjoining 
Wincham  Brook,  where  as  a  result  of  old  subsidence  damage,  most  of  the  units 
have  become  defective. 

Tarporley. 

Completion  of  design  proposals  for  a  new  Sewage  Disposal  Works  and 
improvement  of  the  Sewerage  System  to  serve  Tarporley  could  not  be 
proceeded  with  as  no  finality  was  reached  regarding  the  provision  to  be 
made  in  the  Village  Plan. 

Improvements  proposed  to  the  Sewerage  System  to  serve  the  easterly 
part  of  Barnton,  the  centralisation  of  Sewage  Disposal  for  Hartford,  Rudheath 
and  Davenham  at  Davenham,  and  the  replacement  of  the  small  Sewage  Disposal 
Works  at  Alios took  could  not  be  proceeded  with  further  because  of  the 
commitments  in  respect  of  works  under  construction. 


CLOSET  CONVERSION  -  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  Section  47  (iv) 

Owners  continue  to  avail  themselves  of  the  facilities  offered  by 
Closet  Conversion  Grants  under  the  Public  Health  Act,  1936,  or  Standard 
Grant  procedure  for  the  provision  of  Water  Closets  and  connections  to  main 
sewer.  Ten  closet  conversion  grants  were  paid  during  the  year. 

CESSPOOL  EMPTYING. 

The  Cesspool  Emptiers  emptied  528  septic  tanks  and  cesspools  and  at 
the  same  time  maintained  a  weekly  nightsoil  collection. 

CLEANSING  SERVICE. 

The  Department  has  endeavoured  to  decrease  the  fortnightly  refuse 
collection  cycle  to  that  of  a  weekly  collection  by  means  of  central 
tipping  facilities,  use  of  modem  plant,  re-organisation  of  rounds,  a  bonus 
scheme  and  the  building  up  of  a  trustworthy  and  contented  staff.  The  one 
step  still  causing  most  trouble  is  the  building  up  and  maintaining  of  an 
adequate  labour  force.  The  turnover  of  staff  in  the  Department  is  serious 
and  this  would  appear  to  be  due  to  the  type  of  work  involved  and  the  present 
pay  structure.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  weekly  average  of  premises 
collected  has  increased  from  8,000  in  196?  to  11,800  to  date. 

A  total  of  3,000  loads  of  refuse  were  collected  and  disposed  of  during 
the  year.

OPERATION  SPRINGCLEAN 


Despite  District-wide  publicity  to  recruit  volunteers  to  join  in  this 
campaign,  results  were  generally  disappointing  and  only  in  one  Parish  was 
a  noticeable  improvement  achieved.  This  concerned  Marbury  Wood  where 
altogether,  a  total  of  15  derelict  vehicles  and  40  vehicular  loads  of 
other  discarded  rubbish  were  removed  by  the  Department,  in  co-operation 
with  I.C.I.  ( Mond  Division)  ,  the  British  Waterways  and  the  Cheshire 
County  Council.  Voluntary  help  to  manually  clear  refuse  from  this 
locality  also  came  from  local  inhabitants  and  considerably  added  to  the 
sucoess  of  this  particular  effort. 
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CIVIC  AMENITIES  ACT,  1967 


In  order  to  fulfil  its  obligation  under  Section  18,  with  regard  to 
the  provision  of  refuse  dumps,  the  Council  resolved  to  purchaso  hulk  refuse 
containers  and  install  them  at  strategic  places  in  each  parish.  Initially, 
it  was  decided  to  position  a  6  cubic  yard  capacity  container  in  each  of 
the  more  populated  areas  and  the  following  sites  were  chosen s- 


Meadow  Road,  Bamton. 

Blake  Lane,  Cuddington. 

Off  Mount  Pleasant  Road,  Davenham 
Garage  Site,  Townshend  Road,  Los took  Gralam- 
Council  Depot,  Central  Drive,  Rudheath. 
Council  Garage  Site,  Barlow  Road,  Moulton. 
Off  Briar  Lane,  Weaverham. 

Tip  Entrance,  Daleford  Lane,  Marton. 


Residents  were  invited  to  dispose  of  refuse  which  is  not  collected  in 
the  usual  way  (garden  refuse,  etc.)  into  the  containers. 

The  Council's  refuse  tip  is  also  open  from  Monday  to  Saturday  during 
normal  working  hours  in  order  that  residents  can  dispose  of  any  type  of 
refuse  including  old  motor  cars,  etc.  free  of  charge. 

In  addition  to  the  above  arrangements,  the  Department,  on  request, 
operates  a  free  collection  service  of  bulky  items  of  household  refuse, 
i.e.  old  refrigerators,  washing  machines,  furniture,  etc.  which  cannot 
be  conveniently  removed  by  the  normal  refuse  collection  vehicle. 

The  increasing  national  problem  concerning  abandoned  vehicles  did  not 
escape  the  district  boundaries  and  during  the  year  22  vehicles  which 
appeared  to  have  been  abandoned,  were  dealt  with  in  accordance  with  the 
Act.  Six  cars  were  removed  and  destroyed  as  being  "without  value",  four 
cars  were  taken  into  the  Council's  store  yard  as  having  "some  value"  and 
v/ere  later,  either  sold  or  recovered  by  their  owners  on  payment  of  the 
statutory  charges;  and  the  remaining  vehicles  were  removed  by  their  owners 
Y/ithin  the  prescribed  time  limit  specified  in  the  notice  served  on  them. 

The  Council  appointed  a  firm  of  scrap  merchants  as  their  official 
agents  for  the  removal  and  disposal  of  unwanted  cars,  and  they  report  that 
some  50  vehicles  v/ere  removed  from  the  district. 

DESTRUCTION  OF  RATS  AND  MICE 

The  Rodent  Operative  has  carried  out  1268  operational  visits  in  the 
treatment  of  420  premises.  A  "free  service"  treatment  to  dv/elling -houses 
is  carried  out  and  treatment  of  business  premises  is  under  the  terms  of 
contracts  between  the  Council  and  occupiers.  The  total  income  from  this 
source  amounted  to  £484. 

Other  premises  are  cleared  of  rodents  on  a  rechargeable  basis.

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GYPSIES  AND  OTHER  ITINERANT  TRADERS 


The  necessity  to  secure  permanent  sites  in  the  County  was  clearly 
emphasised  on  several  occasions  during  the  year  and  considerable  time  was 
spent  lit  moving  on  this  type  of  person,  generally  in  collaboration  with 
the  Police* 

One  particular  location  in  Rudheath  was  frequented  on  eleven 
different  occasions,  often  for  up  to  seven  days  at  a  time,  and  involved  thirty 
two  visits  by  your  Officers.  Adult  and  child  illnesses  often  prevented 

expeditious  clearance  of  the  locality  and  consideration  was  always  shown  in 
these  circumstances. 

Although  it  is  fair  comment  to  say  that  most  of  the  Romany- type  traders 
conducted  their  stay  on  site  in  a  reasonably  tidy  and  inoffensive  manner,  some 
of  the  groups  obviously  had  little  respect  for  retaining  the  amenities  of  the 
countryside  and  liberally  tipped  rubbish,  scrap  materials  and,  on  occasions, 
the  contents  of  their  latrines  into  ditches,  fields  and  on  the  roadside  verge. 

Towards  the  end  of  the  year,  "No  Camping"  notices  were  erected  in  the  lane 
at  Rudheath  by  the  Cheshire  County  Council  and  appeared  to  have  the  intended 
deterent  effect.

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BRUCELLOSIS 

Milk  &  Dairies  (General)  Regulations,  1959 

The  only  incidents  of  this  disease  occurred  at  a  farm  in  Nether  Peover 
Investigations  undertaken  by  your  Inspectors,  the  County  Health  Inspectors  and 
the  producer's  own  Veterinary  Surgeon  were  prolonged  over  a  period  of  six  months 
before  the  matter  was  eventually  resolved  by  the  Producer  deciding  to  stop 
retailing  raw  milk  from  his  herd.  Several  unusual  characteristics  of  the 

disease  were  brought  to  light  during  the  investigations.  The  first 

notification  that  Brucella  organism  had  been  isolated  in  a  routine  bulk  sample 
of  milk  was  received  from  the  County  Medical  Officer  in  June  and  a  Regulation  20 
Notice  was  served  on  the  farmer.  Subsequent  individual  sampling  of  all 
animals  in  the  herd  proved  negative  on  ring  test  and  the. Not ice- 
was  withdrawn. 

Periodic  samples  continued  to  be  taken  from  the  herd  and  in  September 
the  County  Medical  Officer  again  gave  information  that  two  bulk  samples  of  milk 
were  Culture  positive  and  a  Regulation  20  Notice  was  again  enforced.  The 
Producer's  own  Veterinary  Officer  undertook  the  requisite  individual  sampling 
on  this  occasion  and  produced  the  information  that  of  five  animals  showing  some 
degree  of  positivity  to  the  Ring  Test  two  had  subsequently  proved  to  be  Culture 
Positive.  The  Producer  voluntarily  withdrew  all  five  cows  from  his  herd  and 
following  further  individual  sampling  by  County  Inspectors,  which  proved  Ring  Test 
and  Culture  negative,  the  Regulation  20  Notice  was  withdrawn. 

In  November,  information  was  again  received  from  the  County  Medical 
Officer  stating  that  four  bulk  samples  of  milk  were  Culture  Positive. 

A  Regulation  20  Notice  was  again  imposed  for  the  third  time  in  a  year  to 
prohibit  the  sale  of  untreated  milk  produced  at  this  farm,  and  eventually  the 
farmer  decided  to  relinquish  his  Producer/Retailer's  Licence  with  the  Ministry 
and  submit  all  milk  for  pasteurisation.  Upon  this  voluntaiy  action,  the 

Notice  was  withdrawn.

DISEASES  OF  ANIMALS  (WASTE  FOOD)  ORDER,  1957-

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THE  POULTRY  INDUSTRY 


In  July,  notification  was  received  from  Liverpool  Health  Department 
that  an  outbreak  of  food  poisoning  had  occured  in  the  city  and  that 
poultry  packed  in  this  district  was  the  suspected  source.  With  the 
invaluable  co-operation  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory,  Chester, 
investigations  were  made  at  the  packing  station  concerned  and  subsequently 
at  many  of  its  supply  farms.  Prom  the  various  samples  taken,  it  was 
confirmed  that  many  of  the  farms  held  a  considerable  number  of  birds 
carrying  the  food  poisoning  organism,  namely  Salmonella  Virchow. 

Although  the  birds  were  unaffected  by  this  organism  and  it  was 
impossible  on  routine  visual  inspection  to  determine  if  they  were 
infected,  serious  human  cases  of  food  poisoning  could  arise  if  the  birds 
were  not  handled  under  the  strictest  hygienic  conditions  and  if  they  were 
not  adequately  thawed,  cooked  and  stored  prior  to  serving. 

In  spite  of  the  structural  deficiencies  of  this  factory  which  was 
at  that  time  being  replaced  by  a  completely  new  structure,  and  the 
probability  that  substantial  numbers  of  infected  birds  had  been  passing 
through  the  premises  for  some  time,  the  results  of  bacteriological 
swabbing  indicated  that  there  was  not  a  substantial  build  up  of  infection 
within  the  premises.  In  addition,  none  of  the  factory  workers  was  found 
to  be  suffering  from  an  infection  by  this  organism  although  it  is  interest¬ 
ing  to  note  that  eight  farm-workers  were  subsequently  found  to  be  carrying 
it,  no  doubt  as  a  result  of  inhaling  and  swallowing  dust  in  the  broiler 
units  or  hatchery. 

Tlie  Management  voluntarily  agreed  to  the  cleansing  and  disinfection 
of  the  factory  premises  to  the  satisfaction  of  the  Public  Health  Department. 

On  completion  of  this  they  decided  to  process  birds  from  flocks  other  than 
those  within  their  organisation.  Later,  after  consultation  with  the 
Department  of  Health  and  Social  Security,  it  was  agreed  that  their  own 
supply  flocks  should  be  processed  under  the  supervision  of  the  Public  Health 
Inspectorate.  These  carcases  were  to  be  deep  frozen  and  distributed 
with  thawing  and  cooking  instructions  attached. 

Undoubt ely  strict  supervision  of  hygiene  at  the  Packing  Station  can 
reduce  the  degree  of  cross  contamination  of  birds  being  processed  and  it  is 
pleasing  to  note  that  the  Council  agreed  to  an  increase  in  trie  establishment 
of  Public  Health  Inspectors  to  enable  amongst  other  things  increased 
supervision  to  be  exercised. 

Undoubtedly  poultry,  providing  it  is  handled  correctly,  is  now  a 
valuable  and  cheap  source  of  protein  in  the  national  diet.  However,  it 
must  be  realised  that  there  is  always  a  danger  that  poultry,  in  common  with 
other  animals,  may  be  carrying  food  poisoning  organisms.  In  view  of  this, 
it  is  essential  that  the  Pood  Hygiene  Regulations  be  fully  implemented 
within  their  widest  interpretation  and  this  is  a  matter  which  is  receiving 
special  attention  from  the  Public  Health  Inspectors. 

The  sale  of  uneviscerated  birds  (called  in  the  trade  -  Hew  York 
Dressed)  by  shops  which  may  well  sell  cooked  meats  and  which  frequently 
eviscerate  such  poultry  on  their  premises,  or  the  use  of  such  birds  in 
restaurants,  etc.  is  to  be  deprecated.  It  is  pleasing  to  note  that  after 
the  potential  dangers  had  been  explained  to  the  managements  concerned, 

These  practices  have  now  ceased,  to  the  best  of  our  knowledge,  in  this  area* 

It  is  important  that  frozen  poultry  shall  have  thawing  and  cooking 
instructions  included  in  the  pack.  Where  these  are  not  present,  the 
Public  Health  Departments  of  the  area  supplying  the  birds  are  being  asked 
to  take  this  matter  up  with  the  Management  of  the  Packing  Stations  concerned. 
In  addition  to  bringing  the  need  for  proper  thawing,  cooking  and  storage  to 
the  attention  of  groups  of  women  receiving  talks  from  Public  Health  Inspectors 
and  Health  Visitors,  the  County  Medical  Officer  has  been  asked  to  draw  the 
attention  of  the  Director  of  Education  to  this  matter  in  order  that  children 
and  students  receiving  instruction  in  Domestic  Science  can  be  made  aware  of 
the  hazard,  which  can,  however,  be  overcome  if  proper  techniques  are  used. 

In  connection  with  the  broader  issues  which  arise  from  an  incident  such 
as  the  above,  the  use  of  antibiotics  on  farms  is  already  being  considered 
by  an  official  committee. 
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In  addition,  further  consideration  should  he  given  tos 

(a)  The  requirement  that  animal  feeding  stuffs  should 
he  Salmonella  free- 

(h)  The  Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries  and  Food  should 
he  given  powers  and  responsibilities  to  investigate 
infections  of  livestock  which  are  communicable  to  man. 

(c)  The  requirement  that  thawing  and  cooking  instructions 
he  given  with  each  deep  frozen  bird*

CERVICAL  SMEAR  CLINICS 


The  number  attending  the  clinics  was  disappointing  but  on  the  brighter 
side  excellent  co-operation  was  received  from  the  Management  of  Cerebos  Ltd. 
where  133  tests  were  carried  out.  Many  women  who  would  not  have  attended 
a  clinic  undertook  the  test  and  further  approaches  to  factories  are  being 
made  during  1969. 

However,  the  possibility  of  introducing  a  comprehensive  service  for  the 
whole  of  the  female  population  of  the  County  over  21  years  of  age,  employing 
the  Council's  computer  in  much  the  same  way  as  in  the  very  successful  immunisation 
scheme,  is  being  actively  pursued  by  the  County  Health  Department.  This  may 
well  prove  to  be  a  turning  point  in  this  service.

vaccination  and  immunisation 

During  the  year  Measles  vaccination  became  available  and  was  offered 
to  children  aged  one  to  seven  years.  In  an  effort  to  have  as  many  children 
vaccinated  as  possible  the  parents  of  all  children  in  this  age  group  were  asked 
if  they  wanted  their  children  to  be  immunised.  This  was  a  considerable  clerical 
task  and  despite  additional  help  it  did  result  in  the  slowing  down  of  the  normal 
school  immunisation  programme.  Although  a  substantial  number  of  children  in 
this  age  group  must  already  have  had  Measles  the  final  number  vaccinated  was 
rather  disappointing.

During  1968  there  was  an  increase  of  13$  in  the  number  of  hours  worked 
and  Bfo  in  the  number  of  persons  helped.  As  expected  the  bulk  of  additional 
hours  was  allocated  to  the  over  65  age  group  but,  unexpectedly,  the  number  of 
confinement  cases  was  down.

MID-CHESHIRE  MENTaL  HEALTH  SERVICE! 


.  ,As  n  r(rs^lt.  the  County  Council’s  staff  training  programme  Mid-Cheshire 
has  two  Mental  Welfare  Officers  and  four  members  of  the  staff  of  Training 
Centres  away  on  courses.  When  they  return  5 0>  of  the  Mental  Health  Staff  in 
the  area  mil  be  professionally  qualified.  During  the  year  Mrs.  F.  Moore  and 
Miss  A.  Davenport  returned  having  successfully  obtained  their  Diploma  for 
teaching  the  mentally  handicapped. 


The  number  in  attendance  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre  has  continued  to 
increase.  For  the  first  time  there  is  a  waiting  list  for  admission  to  the 
opecial  Care  Unit,  which  provides  Day  Care  for  the  more  severely  mentally 
retarded  who  also  have  other  handicaps.  Parents’  evenings  at  the  Junior 
Centre  have  been  very  well  attended,  but  in  an  effort  to  encourage  parents 
to  visit  the  Centre  during  the  day,  they  are  being  offered  individual 
appointments  to  meet  the  Supervisor  and  staff.  This  gives  parents  the 
opportunity  to  see  their  child  at  work;  to  discuss  problems  with  the  staff 
and  ensures  a  continuity  of  approach  to  problems  at  home  and  at  the  Centre. 
This  joint  approach  should  materially  assist  both  parents  and  staff  in  the 
social  training  and  development  of  the  child. 


Further  expansion  at  the  Adult  Training  Centre  will  not  be  possible  until 
the  Divisional  office  is  moved  to  the  new  offices  in  Northwich  Town  Centre, 
i  uring  the  year  industrial  contract  work  increased  so  that  it  became  possible 
to  share  some  of  this  work  with  the  Physically  Handicapped.  The  Social 
Training  programme  has  been  much  improved  now  that  the  two  senior  members  of 
staff  have  successfully  completed  the  Diploma  course.  Supervised  visits  for 
trainees  to  the  Baths  continued  to  be  popular  and  an  additional  attraction 
during  the  year  has  been  the  use  of  the  Gymnasium  at  the  Northwich  and 
District  Youth  Centre. 


.  Tr  ^  Social  Club  for  the  older  Mentally  Handicapped  under  the  direction 
of  fir.  Belk,  the  Area  Youth  Leader,  and  a  Mental  Welfare  Officer  now  meets 
weekly  on  a  Thursday  at  the  Northwich  and  District  Youth  Centre,  attendance 
averages  30  per  week  and  members  are  able  to  participate  in  a  varied 
recreational  and  social  programme.  One  of  the  highlights  of  the  year  was 
51 e  visit  made  to  the  Social  Club  for  the  Mentally  Handicapped  at  Hazel  Grove. 
The  Club  in  Northwich  is  very  well  supported  by  volunteers  from  Secondary 
Schools  and  other  Youth  Organisations  in  the  area. 


With  a  view  to  relieving  parents  on  a  Saturday  afternoon  the  Mid- 
heshire  branch  of  the  National  Society  for  Mentally  Handicapped  Children 
has  organised  a  session  at  the  Junior  Training  Centre  on  one  Saturday  per 
month.  There  the  parents  of  young  mentally  handicapped  children  can  leave 
tnen  secure  in  the  knowledge  that  they  will  be  cared  for  while  they  are 
shopping.  In  addition  to  voluntary  lay  helpers  one  member  of  the  Junior 
raining  Centre  staff  volunteers  to  attend  these  sessions. 
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Case  discussions  are  held  between  the  Training  Centre  staff,  Mental 
Welfare  Officer  and  Assistant  County  Mental  Officers.  These  discussions  are 
primarily  concerned  with  social,  physical  and  emotional  needs  and  problems 
of  the  trainees  and  their  families. 

Mental  illness  continues  to  form  the  larger  part  of  the  work  of  the 
Mental  Welfare  Officers.  During  the  year  376  new  cases  were  referred  to 
the  service  and  social  visits  totalled  2,329.  Co-operation  with  the 
hospital,  General  Practitioner  and  Social  Work  Services  is  satisfactory 
with  regular  contact  and  case  discussions. 

During  Mental  Health  Week  the  Area  Mental  Welfare  Officer  h^ty  informal 
discussions  with  groups  of  mothers  attending  Child  Welfare  Clinics  on  topics 
relating  to  mental  health.  In  addition  a  portable  careers  exldbition  was 
displayed  at  Secondary  Schools  in  the  Division.
